NEW YORK Would you dump your date if he or 
she put on a few pounds? 

Your answer likely depends on whether you’re 
a man or a woman, according to a new poll jointly 
conducted by AskMen and cosmopolitan.com. 

Nearly half of men questioned in the poll of 
70,000 people said they would ditch a partner 
who gained weight, compared with only 20 per- 
cent of women. 

Two-thirds of men also said they had fanta- 
sized about their partner’s friends, while only 
one-third of women had done so. 

“Even as men are getting more comfortable 
with meeting their girlfriends online and less 
anxious about who she’s ‘friending’ there, other 
romantic behaviors have proven to be timeless 
ones: chivalry isn’t dead, size matters, and wom- 
en forgive while men forget,” said James Bassil, 
editor-in-chief of AskMen. 

While only 18 percent of women said they 
would want their mate to be better endowed, 
more than 51 percent of men said they wished 
they themselves were. 

But the survey also found 39 percent of men 
chose family as their top choice of the ultimate 
status symbol. By contrast, 43 percent of women 
selected a beautiful home, compared with only 
6.5 percent of men. One-quarter of women 
named a successful partner as a top status sym- 
bol. 

But men were more likely to lie about their 
number of past sex partners (50 percent) than 
women (35 percent).

One thing both sexes agreed on was an as-yet 
undeveloped male birth control pill, an idea that 
proved popular all around. More than half of wom- 
en would want their partner to take it, while more 
than two-thirds of men were ready for male birth 
control. 

But the sexes differed about paying for dates, at 
least in the early stages.

Obama’s neighborhood alarmed by a recent spate of homicides

Residents are up in arms about a spurt of vio- 
lence in Kenwood and Hyde Park, not far from 
where Secret Service agents keep President 
Obama’s stately residence tightly guarded with 
concrete barriers. 

Nearly 150 people packed a recent Chicago 
Police Board meeting to hear a response to the 
violence, which includes four murders in a lit- 
tle more than three months— all within about 
a mile of the president’s home on a block of 
million-dollar brick mansions. 

“Pm not going to let my daughters grow 
up and become immune to the sound of gun- 
shots,” Ghian Foreman, himself a Kenwood 
resident and a member of the police board, 
said at the meeting as his voice cracked with 
emotion and he fought back tears. 

The Chicago Police Department’s No. 2 of- 
ficial blamed the recent violence on warring 
between two “wannabe” gangs. 

In the most recent murder, Tony McCoy the

son of a popular Chicago Park District men- 
tor who organized violence prevention activi- 
ties in addition to basketball tournaments, was 
gunned down in broad daylight less than three 
weeks ago. 

Although police believe the recent violence 
was gang-related, McCoy’s parents are ada- 
mant their son was not a gang member. 

Usually few spectators attend meetings of 
the police board, whose responsibilities deal 
mostly with the discipline of officers. But 
dozens of residents from Kenwood and sur- 


rounding Hyde Park and Bronzeville saw it as 
a chance to talk to police brass about the vio- 
lence, crowding into the meeting room at po- 
lice headquarters last month. 

Over the course of two hours, residents 
shouted questions at officials about the vio- 
lence. 

“Never before have we seen the tragedies 
that have occurred over the last few months,” 
Ogi Eggleston, a lifelong resident of Hyde 
Park, said as he read from a letter before re- 
ceiving a standing ovation from the crowd. 
“The rare sound of gunfire has become com- 
monplace.” 

Until the recent spike in violence, the last 
murder in Kenwood had been in December 
2009, when a 79-year-old man was killed in a 
parking lot. 

A combined three murders took place in 
Kenwood and Hyde Park in both 2008 and 
2009 and none occurred in 2010, according to 
a Tribune review of police statistics.

WASHINGTON With the deadline for 
raising the nation’s debt ceiling only 
hours away President Obama signed a his- 
toric deficit-reduction package into law 
Tuesday that aims to cut trillions of dollars 
from federal spending while increasing the 
debt limit immediately 

Obama acted just hours after the Senate 
passed the bill on a bipartisan 74-26 vote. 

The president called the weeks-long 
standoff over raising the debt ceiling “a 
manufactured crisis” that didn’t help a fal- 
tering economy 

“It’s pretty likely that the uncertainty 
surrounding the raising of the debt ceil- 
ing for both businesses and consumers has 
been unsettling and just one more impedi- 
ment to the full recovery that we need,” he 
said. “And it was something that we could 
have avoided entirely” 

He also made it clear that he’ll continue 
to press for tax increases in the months 
ahead to help balance the federal budget. 

“Since you can’t close the deficit with 
just spending cuts, we’ll need a balanced 
approach where everything’s on the table,” 
he said. “Everyone’s going to have to chip 
in. That’s only fair. That’s the principle I’U 
be fighting for during the next phase of 
this process.”

Bridgestone Invitational, Tiger Woods is most certain about his ap- 
proach. 

“I’m excited,” he said Tuesday “Excited to compete, to play— and 
hopefully win the golf tournament.” 

Even after one of the longest layoffs of his career, that last part 
still hasn’t wavered. 

“That’s one of the reasons why I took as long as I did to come 


back,” Woods said after nine holes of practice. “I wanted to get to 
this point where I can go ahead and start playing golf again like this. 
It’s been a very long time.” 

Woods hadn’t been seen with a golf club in his hand since The 
Players Championship, where he withdrew after nine holes. 

He subsequently pulled out of four more tournaments, including 
the U.S. Open and British Open, to let the injuries fully rest and go 
through rehabilitation. 

Woods disclosed he’d been putting and chipping for several 
weeks, but could cut loose on a driver only “two to three weeks ago.” 

Things have gone so well, he added, that he considered entering 
last week’s Greenbrier Classic before deciding to take one extra 
week of caution. 

Asked how long it has been since he felt as good physically as he 
does now. Woods responded: “Years.” 

Woods also confirmed that longtime friend Bryon Bell will serve 
as his caddie both this week and at next week’s PGA Champion- 
ship. Woods fired Steve Williams during the layoff, ending a 12-year 
working relationship.

Bucktown hip-hop duo The Cool Kids 
are just happy to be on the shelves 

Retro-leaning hip-hop duo the Cool Kids embrace the warm weather on their long- 
awaited full-length debut, “When Fish Ride Bicycles” (Green Label Sound, an im- 
print of Mountain Dew). Songs like “Get Right” and “Summer Jam” sound custom- 
designed to blare from the speakers of some vintage boombox during a laid-back 
summer barbecue— or, perhaps more appropriately, from the stage at Lollapalooza, 
where the pair are scheduled to perform Sunday 

Of course, the story behind the album’s creation isn’t quite so sunny Legal entan- 
glements with a former label delayed the record’s release so long that even Rolling 
Stone noted that the Cool Kids, whose hype arguably peaked in 2008, “aren’t quite as 
huzzy as they once were” in a review of the new album. In a recent interview, the two 
Bucktown roommates— Antoine “Mikey Rocks” Reed, 23, and Evan “Chuck Inglish” 
Ingersoll, 26— discussed the notion of hype, how they’d choose to spend a summer 
day in Chicago and the unlikely role a soda purveyor played in saving the group. 


Was there a sense of relief when the 
album finally came out? 

Antoine Reed: Definitely, man. It’s been 
something we had in the works for a minute, 
and it was good to just be able to get that out 
the way and get ready for this next one. 

The album obviously has a strong summer 
theme. What would your ideal summer day 
in Chicago consist of? 

Evan Ingersoll: I’d say I’d have to get up and 
get something to eat. In the summertime. Big 
Star can start your day pretty well. Usually I go 
to Big Star, ride my bike, then go to the studio 
and make some music. 

Did you do anything to celebrate 
the release? 

El: We went to the rooftop [at Reggie’s Rock 
Club] and threw a barbecue and played the 
record and everybody came down and hung 
out. It was hard to believe that day really 


happened. For a while it seemed like it wasn’t 
going to. 

A lot of the reviews have focused on this 
idea that you guys somehow missed the 
window to really capitalize on the buzz 
you were getting. Did you ever share those 
concerns? 

AR: Not really, man. 

El: Who cares about blowing up? We’re trying 
to be dope. But public perception is interest- 
ing. If we come out and we fly for the next 
three records, our first buzz won’t even count. 
It’ll just be back story. People expect anyone 
in rap to have a meteoric rise and blow up real 
quick and be over fast. That’s not what we’re 
doing here. We’re trying to last. We’re not even 
trying to last; we are going to last. 

With all the label drama, did you ever 
consider going the Prince route and 
changing your name to a symbol to get

Comedian Sebastian Maniscaico on fashion 
disasters and hanging with Vince Vaughn

Chicago native Sebastian Maniscaico has made a name for himself as a touring co- 
median— from Vince Vaughn’s “Wild West Comedy Show” tour and resulting doc- 
umentary film to a six-country USO tour in Asia to a stop last week at Montreal’s 
Just for Laughs Festival. But chances are you’re already somewhat familiar with his 
mug, having seen him on Comedy Central and Showtime specials or dispensing 
unsolicited fashion advice as a style correspondent on “The Tonight Show With 
Jay Leno.” 

Fashion advice? We couldn’t resist. So we called him for tips and to hear high- 
lights from his adventures — and his stand-up show this week at Zanies. 


What was your favorite thing about 
the **Wild West Comedy Tour”? 

Hanging out with Vince Vaughn was ev- 
erything I thought it was going to be as 
far as traveling on the road with a movie 
star-going to restaurants through the 
kitchen and getting these private tables. 
For 30 days, you felt like a rock star. 

And then, soon after the tour, me and 
my friend Bret [Ernst], who was also on 
the tour, went out to a nightclub and 
we were literally at the back of the line, 
just like we were 31 days ago. [Laughs.] 
Funny how things changed real quick. 

How has Chicago infiuenced your 
comedy style? 

I grew up in an Italian family, and we 
always prided ourselves on being very 
polite, well-mannered kids. But my pa- 
tience was tested when I left Chicago-I 
had a problem with the way people were 
behaving. It’s not just the West Coast; 
it’s more of the whole country I had a 
problem with. [Laughs.] That’s where my 
angst comes from in my act. 

As a style correspondent, you seem to 
also get angsty over people’s groom- 
ing choices. 

We talked about this a lot in my family- 
appropriate dress for the appropriate 
occasion. And as I catapulted into adult- 
hood, I found that a lot of people appar- 
ently didn’t get the book on how to dress 
when they go out in public. [Laughs]. 
With Jay Leno, we hit a church where 
we saw a guy with camouflage pants 
come out, people with jerseys. And if you 


ever go on an airplane, you see people 
literally rolling right out of bed and into 
their seat. It just amazes me how society 
seems to be falling apart and how it’s 
starting with their wardrobe. [Laughs.] 

What’s this summer’s most common 
fashion mistake? 

A lot of guys wearing sandals. If you’re 
going to wear sandals, please have the 
appropriate toenails for the sandal. 
These nails look like wine corks. Just be- 
cause it’s hot doesn’t give you the privi- 
lege to showcase your feet if they look 
like they’ve just been shredded through 
a wood chipper. 

What are your favorite places in 
Chicago to people-watch? 

Anywhere, really, that a lot of people 
congregate. I don’t like going there any- 
more, but the Taste of Chicago-that’s an 
abundance of material. 

I like Chicago, though. I like com- 
ing back and grabbing a Portillo’s hot 
dog and going to Gibson’s for a steak. 
And the people are great. I’ve been all 
over the world, and I’m not trying to be 
nice, but it is one of the best cities in the 
world. 

What can audiences expect at Zanies? 

Material they can relate to- 1 have a lot of 
Chicago-based humor. The last show I did 
in Chicago was in April of 2010, so in be- 
tween then and now, I filmed a one-hour 
comedy special that’s airing on Showtime 
later on this year. So expect a lot of new 
stuff-and a lot of angst. [Laughs.]

If Samantha had 
been a porn star

At 54, Kim Cattrall is at that “Driving Miss 
Daisy” age in Hollywood. 

Even though the former “Sex and the City” 
star looks at least lo years younger, the scar- 
city of good roles for women of a certain age 
is abysmal. That’s one of the reasons Cattrall 
opted to pack on 20 pounds and play a former 
porn star in “Meet Monica Velour,” which 
had its Chicago premiere Tuesday during 
the Midwest Independent Film Festival and 
comes out on DVD on Aug. 16. 

In the indie comedy nerdy teen Tobe 
(Dustin Ingram) sets off on a road trip to meet 
Velour (Cattrall), the ’80s porn star about 
whom he grew up fantasizing. But instead 
of the glamorous beauty from those movies, 
he meets an anything-but-sexy 49 -year-old 
single mom living in a trailer in rural Indiana. 

“Velour” gave Cattrall a rare opportunity to 
tackle a more substantive part than the “sexy 
roles” she is usually offered. The Monica char- 


acter initially terrified her— she reportedly 
turned it down three times— but Cattrall saw 
a parallel between the ex-porn star and Sa- 
mantha Jones, her “Sex in the City” character: 
They both are survivors. 

“This ... script was so well written and I 
don’t usually even get a chance at a movie like 
this,” Cattrall said during an interview earlier 
this year in her publicist’s F.A. office. “Roles 
like this for women in their 50s are sort of 
reserved for actresses like Annette Bening or 
Michelle Pfeiffer if they want to do them.” 

Starring in a low-budget indie, however, was 
a risky move. Cattrall knew she wouldn’t be 
lit well, there’d be no designer duds and she’d 
be working with a first-time director in Keith 
Bearden. But Cattrall saw so much of her own 
journey in Monica that she was hooked. Both 
are women over 50 struggling to remain rel- 
evant in our youth-obsessed culture. 

“It’s an extraordinary feeling when you 
think, ‘Where’s my contribution going to 
be?’ ” she said. ‘And what is it going to be. 


especially in this machine of Hollywood. I’ve 
worked hard and at this point in my life I feel 
that I’m a better actor than I’ve ever been 
and there are no roles. That’s why I spend so 
much time in the theater or doing things for 
PBS.” 

Cattrall most recently has been working in 
theater, appearing in “Private Fives” in Fon- 


don’s West End theater district and in ‘Anto- 
ny and Cleopatra” at the Fiverpool Playhouse. 

“My whole objective was to work with bet- 
ter directors, with better scripts,” Cattrall 
said. “Thank God I have the theater to go to, 
where there are great roles for women of any 
age.”
